Suppose one would like to try to pick up some DX stations on the AM broadcast 
band. Usually the antenna is inside the radio. What could one do to 

set up a more sensitive antenna? Is there anything one can do without 
spending much $$? What if space is limited to a small back yard. (I can 

go maybe 200' max.)

You could try a tuned loop antenna. I can give only two references 
to articles in "Short Wave Magazine" with constructional details: 

"A Hexagonal Loop Antenna" by John Ratcliffe, 1989, No. 4, pp. 28-29. 
(this is for MW), and 

"The Long Wave Long Arm Loop" by George Millmore, 1990, No. 4, p. 35. 


I have never compared a loop with a long wire, but I can tell that 
even 4 turns of 0.3 square meter loop with a variable capacitor make a 
big difference om MW, comparing to ferrite rod. It is very selective 
and should have good directional nulls. This is all I know. 

Any comments from experts are appreciated.

There is much (too much!) discussion about no-code licences and 

no-code licencees, much of it derogatory. I have been licenced since 

1955, during which time I have enjoyed operating on most bands, using 
most modes (CW, SSB, FM, packet). CW is just another mode of transmission 
(which I happen to like). I have no problem with no-code licences or 
licencees per se. If someone chooses not to use CW, that's their business. 


It used to be that to get a ham licence one joined the local radio club, 
attended "code and theory classes" and, hopefully, passed the test. 
With the advent of no-code licences and the wealth of publications 
available it seems that many prospective hams are bypassing the 

local radio club. In my view, this is a big mistake. One does not 
become steeped in the "culture" of Amateur Radio: the "gentlemen's 
agreements" and good operating practices to which (most) amateurs 
adhere. Consequently, I hear more "unusual" operating practices, 
terminology and lack of courtesy than I used to. Note I said "more" 
because there has always been some of this on the bands, but I believe 
the incidence of this has increased since no-code licences came 

to Canada a couple of years ago. 

When we hear this type of activity on our bands, perhaps we should 
take the opportunity to offer constructive advice to the person, 

who is likely a perfectly normal, intelligent and generally courteous 
individual who simply hasn't had the exposure to the "culture". 

Lead by example. When we say derogatory things about any other 
individual, we are still leading, but by bad example.
